1976 brought an increase in property tax bills to most residents of 
Dresden, caused primarily by reduced state funding for schools. For

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash ac- 
counts were verified by reconciliation of bank statements and count 
of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as disburse- 
ments and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and cancelled checks 
were examined on a selective basis. Letters of confirmation were 
used, on a test basis, to verify the correctness of recorded assets and 
liabilities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources was 
reviewed and checked to pertinent records. Records of town meet- 
ings, as they pertained to financial matters, were checked. Federal 
revenue sharing funds transactions were reviewed. Surety bond cov- 
erage was determined. 
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COMMENTS 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The departmental operations for the year showed an unexpended 
departmental balance of $8,967.61 lapsed to unappropriated surplus. 
Unused excise tax receipts and unexpended balances in the general 
administration and town poor accounts were the major factors con- 
tributing to the amount lapsed to surplus.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
statements: 


ASSETS .... The general fund cash balance totaled $19,596.20 
at December 31, 1975. The bank balances used in reconciling this 
amount were confirmed by the depository. Petty cash of $75.00 was 
on hand. 


Taxes receivable totaling $21,541.95 represented current year ac- 
counts of $21,500.15 and prior year accounts of $41.80 dating from 
1971. Tax liens, tax acquired property and tax waivers for the 
elderly amounted to $4,627.59, $326.85 and $122.25 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS... . The depart- 
mental accounts showed an unexpended balance of $12,923.72 car- 
ried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal require-_ 
ments and/or customary practice. 


Unappropriated federal revenue sharing funds of $10,120.30 were 
available at January 1, 1975. Entitlement payments for the year 
amounted to $9,170.00. Interest earnings credited to the fund totaled 
$469.63. Funds amounting to $11,616.30 were transferred to the 
town’s operating account and allocated for various purposes. Unap- 
propriated funds at December 31, 1975 amounted to $8,143.63. It 
should be noted that the amount of $616.30 was due the general fund 
at the year end. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $28,283.57 an increase 
of $15,451.53 for the year. This change was occasioned principally 
by unexpended departmental balance lapsed and the state appropria- 
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tion for municipal tax relief less the excess of estimated over actual 
state revenue sharing funds. 


DEBT FUND . . . . The debt fund, incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects the outstanding school bus notes 
which mature during the ensuing three years. 


GENERAL 


The use of overlay, excise tax revenue and federal revenue sharing 
funds were authorized by the voters at the annual and special town 


meetings.

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REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The year of 1976 was an active and eventful one for the Dresden 
Fire Department. As seen at the annual Town Meeting, the industrial 
pump was mounted upon a trailer and with the addition of hose, as 
provided by the Town, has become an effective piece of fire-fighting 
equipment. Later in the year a large Army surplus truck was ob- 
tained. When it was found that heated housing needs for this truck 
would not wait for the Association’s funds to provide, Pownalboro 
Hall was made available to the Town through the generosity of the 
Pownalboro Society. (Further details appear in a report of a special 
Town Meeting to be found elsewhere in the Town Report.) The 
remodeled building provides heated garage space for two vehicles, 
distributing the equipment between the two more thickly populated 
areas of the town and creating more room in the main station to 
work around those trucks. The Association and Department are 
deeply grateful to the Pownalboro Society and the townspeople for 
their support of this project. 


Approved in the request for funds at the last annual Town 
Meeting was a large sum for new hose. This was ordered immediate- 
ly. As the hose was more expensive than expected, other capital 
expenditures were reduced, deleted or reassigned. The mounting of 
one of the portable pumps on the front of the Dodge was less than 
anticipated, but makes it capable of operating independently of other 
equipment. As the possibility arose during the summer of replacing 
the Jeep with another surplus truck (one which has not as yet 
materialized) the new tires were not purchased. The small balance 
of the capital account went toward purchase of a nozzle to be used 
with the trailer-mounted pump. 


Kenneth Swasey served as Chief, as appointed by the Selectmen, 
through most of the year. Upon his resignation at the end of 
October the Selectmen appointed Richard Atkinson as Chief. He 
has the mixed blessing of living across the street from the main 
station. 


An unusually large number of calls have kept the department busy. 
Fortunately structural fires were at a minimum with only one in- 
stance where outside help was required. Of the nearly forty calls 
logged during the year, three were structural, seven chimney, four 
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grass, four auto accident/fire, one trailer, two precautionary calls, 
two false alarms to which trucks rolled, one piano in U-haul trailer. 
The remainder were of miscellaneous nature with no damage sus- 
tained. 


Monthly meetings of the Association were held on the first Tues- 
day of each month. And, in addition, the dedicated members met 
at least once a week to train, maintain equipment or work on the 
buildings. 


With the cessation of Beano games early in the year, the depart- 
ment turned to other fund raising activities—suppers, raffles, a 
paper drive and an auction. While some fund raising activities have 
been lucrative others have not. Suppers seem to be the most satis- 
factory fund raiser. They are well patronized by people from out 
of town, as well as townspeople, and through the provision of food 
the entire town becomes involved. The firemen plan to make these 
suppers a monthly event—usually on the third Saturday. Another 
auction is planned as well as other events. 


From the proceeds of these suppers it is planned to purchase 
a smoke ejector to clear smoke from a building and a portable 
generator to run the ejector as well as flood lights for night-time 
operations. 


During the year a group of women in town organized an auxiliary, 
known as the FIRETTES, to assist the firemen in any way possible. 
They aided financially in getting the tank which was mounted on the 
Army surplus truck. 


The additional building and truck will make a great difference 
in our expenditures, and insurance premiums on the vehicles have 
jumped drastically. This year’s operational requests are based upon 
the best information now available. 


Communications between trucks and a base have long been recog- 
nized as vital in any emergency operation. Almost without excep- 
tion our present radios were purchased second hand. They are all 
getting old and costly to maintain. It is the hope that the town will 
aid in the updating of this equipment. 
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A second capital request from the Town is a replacement for 
inadequate, unsafe and sub-standard air packs for men to wear when 
entering a burning building. The present equipment has air for only 
15 minutes where 30 minutes is the minimum safety standard. 


Proper air packs serve a dual purpose by providing air for the men 
going into a burning building not just to fight the fire but to get out 
any person or persons trapped in the building. 


Among the miscellaneous calls this past year was one to have the 


men check the safety condition of a chimney. It was found safe for 
the installation of a wood burning stove. Is yours?

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DRESDEN PLANNING BOARD REPORT 1976 


Most of the Planning Board’s time in 1976 was spent on three 
subdivisions: Orchard Hill (Brower), Ray-El Acres (Perry), and 
Sun Dance Meadow (Haven, Hart & Kenyon), the latter two being 
off Route 197 in West Dresden. A great deal of time was spent on 
the first subdivision which later paid off — in processing the other 
two. It is felt that the Town is well protected in all three cases and 
that these subdivisions will not change the rural character of Dresden. 


In cooperation with the Fire Department the Planning Board 
prepared an article for submission to voters at the town meeting 
requiring subdividers to include fire protection services (pond or 
dry hydrant) in their final plans when such inclusion was deemed 
desirable by the Board and the Fire Department. Approval was 
voted. 


During the year Eliot Field has been the Board’s representative 
at Southern Mid-coast Planning Commission meetings. George Side- 
linger has attended meetings regarding recycling and solid waste 
management. Joint meetings with the Conservation Committee and 
the Selectmen were held from time to time with an eye to long 
range plans for the Town.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF 
BRIDGE ACADEMY 


During 1976 almost all of the available Bridge Academy monies 
were spent for the unexciting but absolutely necessary installation of 
a new sewage disposal system and a new boiler for the B.A. building. 
In addition, the school budget was reimbursed for the cost of utili- 
ties and fuel. 


For the 1977-78 school year the trustees again offer to the town 
the lease of the building with major maintenance assumed by the 
trustees and a gift of $2,000.00 for the January to June budget for 
utilities and heat. The Conservation Commission was offered finan- 
cial assistance for their planned programs for grades K-8. The PTA 
was offered money to help if they wish to set up a library system for 
the two school buildings. 


We would like to take this opportunity to reassure the town that 
the use of trust fund income for educational purposes according to 
our charter is not tied to the use of the building as a school. Should 
the town decide in the future that our Junior Highschool students 
would be better served in another location, the B.A. building could 
be made available for other community uses. Some that have oc- 
curred to us include: 


Meeting and Conference rooms for small groups, 
Town library, 

Senior Citizen meeting place, 

Outdoor sports facilities, 

Town Office space, 

Arts and crafts classes. 


Bridge Academy building has by now most of the facilities for the 
uses mentioned above. The location is close to the center of popu- 
lation. We hope that the building will always stay a part of the 
community.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I hereby submit my annual report as Superintendent of Schools 
to the citizens of Dresden, school committee, town officials and 
school trustees. 


Students in the Dresden Schools have had a good year since my 
last report to you. There is a sense of high morale among the stu- 
dents and teachers. Parents have commented to me and Principal 
Virginia Tarr that this has been one of the smoothest years for a 
long time. I feel this is because the School Committee and parents 
have supported the teachers in many ways. They have provided new 
teaching materials in Social Studies, Sciences, Reading and Math. 
The Principal at Wiscasset High School told me his teachers see 
improvement in the general preparation of students from Dresden. 


Efforts to improve public relations have been most successful. 
There has been good participation by citizens at the public events 
directed by the music teacher. This program is most successful. 
The art program is also contributing to the general positive tone. 


The School Committee was able to negotiate a new contract with 
the teachers within a minimum amount of time and this, too, was 
done on a most positive note. 


We look forward to greater improvements. There is the possibility 
that school funding law changes could hurt Dresden. You received 
$263,235.66 from the State during the calendar year 1976. 


You are receiving school articles in a line budget format in order 
to provide you with more opportunity to question each segment of 
the budget. 


You are being asked to approve only a 6-month budget at this 
time. There will be a special meeting probably in May to complete 
the budget. Probable changes in the school funding law by the 
legislature make it impossible to figure beyond June 30, 1977. 


Your School Committee works hard both at local meetings and 
those out of town. They provide direction for the other towns and 
are well respected. You are urged to continue supporting your 
schools and please try to visit the school your child or friend attends.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The year 1977 brought an increase in property taxes for most of 
Dresden taxpayers due to higher expenditures voted on at the an- 
nual town meeting and the special June town meeting, called for the 
1977-78 school budget. 


Thanks to the vote of the town to allocate revenue sharing dol- 
lars, the town had for the first time the use of tax maps. This 
substantially improved accurate information on acreage. This is 
reflected in 1977 land values and tax bills. We have repeated the 
listing of acreage owned, valuations and taxes for each of us to 
show that change from last year. 


Through the sponsorship of Lincoln County a CETA crew was 
made available to Dresden to round out a fair and acceptable tax 
valuation for the town. Most of you by now will have had this 
team of “listers” in your home. With some additional efforts your 
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assessors should be able to comply with required state regulations 
as well as fair taxation expected from citizens. 


During the year we have made use of other federally funded 
crews for jobs we have and really could not afford on strictly local 
dollars. Pownalboro Hall, given by the Pownalboro Hall Society 
and put in usable condition through dollars voted by the town was 
made to shine in its exterior as well. Money for paint and other 
needed materials was donated privately. Many thanks to those 
concerned citizens! 


With the same CETA crew we were able to do a similar job at 
the Town Hall. Dollars for materials were taken from balances 
carried in the Town Hall Repair Account. 


We would like to repeat last year’s warning to the citizens: 
The dollars voted at this year’s annual Town Meeting will not re- 
flect a clear picture of taxes for 1978. The bulk of our taxes has 
always been the school costs. These will not be determined until 
a special Town Meeting in May. Please remember this on March 
2Sth.

DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The departmental operations for the year showed an unexpended 
departmental balance of $1,143.19 lapsed to unappropriated surplus. 
Unexpended balances in the state aid road construction, town poor 
and interest accounts were the major factors contributing to the 
amount lapsed to surplus. 

% % % % 

The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 

statements: . 


ASSETS ... The cash balance, which included general, federal 
revenue sharing and federal project accounts, totaled $27,743.31 
at December 31, 1976. The bank balances used in reconciling this 
amount were confirmed by the depository. Petty cash of $75.00 
was on hand. 


Taxes receivable totaling $23,812.21 represented current year ac- 
counts of $23,538.16 and prior year accounts of $274.05 dating 
from 1971. Tax liens, tax acquired property and tax waivers for 
the elderly amounted to $2,190.30, $985.95 and $122.25 respec- 
tively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS .. . The depart- 
mental accounts showed an unexpended balance of $23,249.89 car- 
ried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal require- 
ments and/or customary practice. 


Unappropriated federal revenue sharing funds of $8,143.63 were 
available at January 31, 1976. Entitlement payments for the year 
amounted to $8,870.00. Interest earnings credited to the fund 
totaled $467.21. Funds amounting to $12,602.44 were transferred 
to the town’s operating account and allocated for various purposes. 
Unappropriated funds at December 31, 1976 amounted to $4,87 8.40. 
It should be noted that the town did not receive the fourth entitle- 
ment payment for the year in October, 1976 as the necessary reports 
had not been filed with the Office of Revenue Sharing. Only three 
entitlement payments are reflected in this audit report. 
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State revenue sharing funds of $835.92 were carried forward to be 
applied to reduce the 1977 tax levy. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $21,770.54, a decrease 
of $6,513.03 for the year. This change was occasioned principally 
by a voter authorized transfer for the town road account less un- 
expended departmental balances lapsed. 


GENERAL 


The use of excise tax revenue and federal revenue sharing funds 
were authorized by the voters at the annual and special town 
meetings. 


At a special town meeting held September 25, 1976, the towns- 
people voted to accept the gift of Pownalboro Hall. The towns- 
people also voted to authorize the Town to borrow $11,175.00 for 
remodeling a portion of Pownalboro Hall to provide housing for the 
Civil Defense truck and additional equipment.

DRESDEN FIRE DEPARTMENT 


At the last Annual Town Meeting the voters, recognizing the bene- 
fits that a new, and much larger, fire truck would be to the residents, 
voted to purchase a 750 gallon pumper. Specifications were drawn 
up, bids advertised and a contract signed by the Selectmen with the 
Pierce Fire Mfg. Co., Appleton, Wisc. — with Blanchard Associates 
of Winthrop as local representative. Delivery is expected during the 
summer months. 


Day-time coverage has long been a problem with no manpower 
in town during the day. As the end of the calendar year neared this 
problem appears to be solved for the present with the organization 
by Assistant Chief Dwight Cook of a day crew made up of men who, 
like himself, work nights. Training courses are planned as many 
of these men are new to the department. 


Through the Department of Education many new training courses 
are being offered. Following receipt of the air packs, purchased by 
the town during the year, a course in the proper use of them was 
completed by a large percentage of the active firemen. A six-week 
fire tactic course and another, presented by the Forestry Service, are 
scheduled for the coming months. 


Under the leadership of the town-appointed Fire Chief, Richard 
Atkinson, firemen meet every Wednesday evening to check and care 
for equipment, update plans and hold training sessions. 


43 


Town funds during the year also purchased one radio unit as well 
as aiding in the day by day operational costs. Department funds — 
derived from suppers, raffles and donations — purchased a smoke 
ejector, flood lights, a used generator and, with the assistance of the 
Firettes (the ladies auxiliary), another radio unit. The Firettes pur- 
chased ten suits of protective clothing, and 100 place settings of 
silverware for use at the suppers. 


The townspeople’s support of the monthly suppers is greatly ap- 
preciated. Another fund raising activity, one providing a service to 
the townspeople, is the collection of newspapers. Recently the price 
received for these newspapers has increased, giving added incentive 
to the continuing salvage of this material. The annual auction is 
scheduled for this summer. 


Not only is the equipment used to fight fires but has been utilized 
by the town to flush out culverts in the fall and to ease a road- 
flooding problem where a culvert was plugged. 


Firemen have checked the safety of six chimneys during the year. 
This is a public service for the prevention of serious chimney fires — 
or worse. They do wish to stress that they are in no position to 
clean, repair or replace defective chimneys.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I hereby submit my annual report as superintendent of schools to 
the citizens of Dresden, school committee, town officials and school 
trustees. 

It is impossible to ask the citizens of Dresden to vote on the 
school budget for the year July, 1978, through June, 1979 at this 
March town meeting because, as I write this report, the new funding 
law has not been signed by the governor. 

The State Department of Education will be meeting with all super- 
intendents to provide subsidy computer data sheets and until then 
we will not know how much money to expect to receive from state 
subsidy. 

Your school committee, in order to respond to public needs, has 
adopted a book policy which encourages citizen input. Every library 
book is either recommended or not by a citizens’ advisory council. 
The school committee reserves the right to make final determination. 

The school committee worked for many hours studying possible 
alternatives for secondary education. The voters at a special town 
meeting instructed the school committee to stop looking at SAD 11 
as an alternative. The school committee and superintendent will 
continue to try to respond to citizens’ concerns. 

In order to save funds, the mini-bus has not fey: used for regular 
transportation this year. 


Staff morale has been very high since school opened in Septem- 
ber as evidenced by the rapid settlement of negotiations between the 
school committee and the teachers for a new master contract. 

All staff members in Dresden work very hard to provide the best 
possible education for students and maintenance of buildings at the 
lowest possible price. 

There have been many programs during the past year for the 
public to learn more about their schools. 


Staff members from Wiscasset have made a greater effort this year 
to be visible. There have been musical concerts from the high school 
band, visits to Wiscasset High School and the Middle School. 
Greater efforts are being made to correlate the curriculum. 

We hope the Dresden voters will understand the delay in voting 
on the school budget.
